Many of the city houses have been handling it as A No. 1 seed, when in many 
cases it contained Dodder, or other foul seeds. This imported seed has found 
its way into almost every state in the union, and is frequently sold to county 
stores as American seed. In some instances large quantities of trefoil seed 
have been imported for the purpose of adulterating Clover seed, which it 
closely resembles in appearance. 

According to Bulletin (H. R. 18835) issued by the U. 8S. Government at 
Washington, 93169 Ibs. of terfoil were imported in twelve months, (terfoil 
seed is of no other use). Clover seed has been found, by the. government, 
to contain 50 per cent., (one-half), terfoil. At the present price of Clover 
seed, this nets the adulterator several dollars clear gain on every 
bushel adulterated. Up-to-date farmers are getting aware of the fact, but 
still, many a bushel of such seed finds its way into the hands of the farmer.

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TOMATO PLANTS READY TO PLANT IN COLD FRAMES 


The past few years we have made a specialty of furnishing market 
gardeners with Tomato Plants, ready to plant in cold frames after severe 
weather is over, (April Ist to May 1st). Most truckers find it an advantage 
to have their own early plants. By planting these 4-inch plants, either in 
pots or well enriched loose soil, direct in the hot beds or cold frames, and 
keeping them well watered, they will make large, extra strong plants by the 
time it is safe to plant out doors. Plants should be set about 6 inches apart 
each way in the bed, and should be planted as deep as possible. When ready 
to plant to the field, soak the soil thoroughly with water the night previous; 
this will make it adhere to the roots. By using a good spade and digging 
each plant carefully, they can be moved without checking the growth; this. 
is very important for the early crop. We consider the Early Fourth of J uly 
and Spark’s Earliana the most profitable, but can furnish all the leading 
varieties.
